HIS OWN DEFENCE 


Ludwig Lilge Accused of the Murder of William Lestie Tells 
His Story in Court 


As the Bulletin goes to press this af- 
ternoon His Lordship is addressing the 
jury in the Lilge trial and the jury 
may reach a verdict this evening. 


The court room and the hallway in 
the Sandison Block were crowded yes- 
terday afternoon, with the expectation 
that the fate of Lilge would be decided 
before court again adjourned. But the 
whole afternoon was taken up in hear- 
ing further evidence for the defense. 
The last witness for the defense was 
the prisoner, Ludwig Lilge, who went 
into the box and gave the story of 
his doings on the night of the alleged 
murder. When his evidence was con- 
cluded, Mr. McDonald, crown prosecu- 
tor, siated that there was considerable 
rebuttal evidence, whereupon His *Lord- 
ship adjourned the sitting until this 
morning. 

At the opening of the afternoon ses- 
sion, Mrs. Hoehme, who was still in 
the box, said she found the knife about 
four o'clock in the afternoon. The 
same day Nix and -others came to 
Hoehme’s. Witness gave him his mail, 
and he went into the room where 
Hoehme had his dinner. Between the 
living room and the store was an en- 
closure. Witness went into the. store 
about an hour -afierwards and found 
Nix with her husband talking. 

“What if Nix had said he was not 
at your house on that day, what would 
you say?” was the next question. 

“T could not say, only that I saw him 
there,” said the witness. 

Witness said her husband smoked, 
and kept his tobacco in a red bag. Said 


the one produced tooked like it. Wit- 
ness had seen Sergt. Pennyquick 
searching at her place severai 


times after Hoehme had been arrested. 
She had never said anything fo him 
about the knife, because she cid not 
know anything about it at that time. 
After Hoehme had come home on 
bail he had tried to lock witness up, 
and then she left him. She was frighi- 
enei about the knife and that her hus- 
band would kill her. Her husband had 
a bad disposition and was rough. 

Carl Ebert was again called and tes- 
tified to Reinas being at his house 
about six weeks ago. They had acon- 
versation abouc the fire. Reinas told 
witness that he and his wife were at 
Lilge’s the night of. the fire. 

Amalgia Ebert, wife of the last wit- 
ness, corroborated her husband's siory. 

Th? prisoner, Ludwig Lilge, was then 
placed in the box. He was at home 
the night of the fire. Reinas was there 
until ten o’clock. Witness was there 
until a quarter past ten. 

“Where did you go after that?’ 

“I went to the stable to see if ‘the 
horses were there,’’ I found that the 
horses were not there, and went to the 
back of the stable where I found one 
horse. I went back to the house and 
then went to look for the other horse. 
I went north. I met some people I 
took tobe Heinklemans on the road.’ 

Witness said he then went back to 
the stable, found the horse had not re- 
turned, and went out again to look for 
it. This time he met Mrs. Heinkleman 
When he got to the cross 
roads he went west to go to thy man 
from whom he bought the horse. He 
met Hoehme on the road between the 
bridge and Leslie’sstore. Witness asked 
him where he came from. Hoehme gaid 
“TJ have just filled in the orders I 
gave you.” Witness took him to mean 
that he had put Leslie out of the way. 
Witness went back to Leslie’s store. 
Saw Leslie lying by in a corner be- 
hind the door. He was dead. 

“How did you know he was dead?’’ 


“He was lying with his cap nearly} 


| over his face.” It was not light, but 
[ thought I. saw blood on his face. 
Witness said he looked around the 
store, wetches, and some 
painxiller cA ttie shelf. Behind the 
painkiller was an envelope. He looked 
in the envelope and found some money 
which he put in @ sack. He then walk- 
ed out and went home. Had two sacks. 
After he got home with the sacks he 
got frightened and started to take 
them back. About a quarter of a mile 
| from Leslie’s store, he saw the store 
was on fire and went home again. 
Went back to Leslie’s again next morn- 
ing. The store was purnt down. Nix 
told him to stay there and watch it go 
| nobody could come near. Witness and 
i Grams stayed there all day watching 
it. It was said by several there that 
they would hunt for the watches to 
satisfy them that Leslie had not been

killed. Witness“had seen a watch on 
the counter the night before. Found it 
In the ashes the next day and took it 
away. When he was arrested he threw 
it in the furnace of the threshing en- 
gine and threw the chain in the tank.

Gave the first information about find- 
ing the goods to Inspector Worsley in 
the guard room at Fort Saskatchewan. 

“Had you any reason for not saying 
anything about it before?” 

“Yes. The day afte the fire Hoehme 
gave me a tobacco bag with $10 and a 
note. I do not know where the note 
is. I had it in my pocke:. 

“What was on the paper?” 

“It said:—‘Here is $10, keep your 
mouth shut, or you will be the next to 
ea. 

Witness had spoken to Grams about 
the bag before giving the story te In- 
spector Worsley. Told Grams Hoehme 
gave him $10 in a sack, and told him 
there was a note in it also. 
Grams said he saw Hoehme give wit- 
ness something but did not know what 
it was. Witness asked Grams if he had 
seen Hoehme give him the tobacco sack. 
Grams said he could not say what it 
was. Witnesoa then asked Grams if he 
would say that he saw it. 

He had first told Sergt. Pennyquick 
that he had ieft the third watch in the 
store when he was there. 

Witness said he was 25 years old. 
was married and had two children Said 
hehadtaken things before when he had 
a good chance. He had thought that 
this was a good chance. 

Witness said the hogs at his place 
werealways killed by either his father 
or Ebert, because he could not stand 
seeing a wound or blood. 

Cross-examined, witness said Tresler 
was the man witness had bought his 
horse from. He lived a mile west and 
half a mile south from his place. Wit- 
ness believed at once what Hoehme said 
to him on the road. Witness did noi 
touch the body he found in the store, 
except to lift one leg to see if Leslie 
was dead. WitnesS saw the burnt 
trunk of the’ body at the other end: of 
the building ©.in the morning. 
Could not offer any explanation as to 
how the body had been moved. Said he 
found the third watch in the ashes next 
morning in three pieces. One of the 
pieces was the ring which hed been 
brought up from the Fort yesterday. 
The witness had put the ring in his 
pocket. There was a fire in the engine 
when he threw the watch in. He and 
his brother were working on the en- 
gine when witness was arrested. His 
brother stopped working when they 
left. The fire in the engine was not 
put out. The note Hoehme gave wii- 
ness was written in German. Witness 
was not given a chance to search for 
the note. Afterwards father of witness 
had told him that Hoeh.:ne was at his 
house and had searched through the pa- 
pers and had burnt some.

The following despatch from Vicioria 
B. C., published in the Winnipeg Tele- 


gram, is worthy of preés:rvation by

the Mountains. 

The legislature today discussed the 
amendment proposed by the leader of 
the opposition, Macdonald, of Ross- 
land, to the biil introduced by the 
Government to absolutely proh‘bii all 
timber being shipped to the United 
States except after being sawed. Mc- 
Donald wants the inferior grades of 
timber, for which there is no demand 
in the province, and whicn suffer 
from fire after the heavy timber is 
removed, to be allowed to be sent 
into the United States.

millers would be content to invade the 
North-West market, the British Colum- 
bia millmen are now charging the cost 
of shipping the logs from British Col- 
umbia to the American coast mills, the 
cost of shipping the lumber back to 
the North-West, and the duty which 
would be required for its re-admission 
to Canada. 

Yet these are the gentlemen who de- 
mand additional ‘‘protection,” and for 
the imposition of which the Telegram 
and its friends are champions! 

The pretense has not been made that 
the attitude of the British Columbia 
lumbermen towards the trade of the 
North-West is based on the exigencies 
of a languishing industry. On the tes- 
timony of these gentlemen themselves 
the lumber industry in the Pacifie Pro- 
vince is in a generally prosperous con- 
dition and there is certainly nothing 
in the circumstances to warrant a doubt 
of their statements. The demand of 
the lumbermen from the Tariff Com- 
mission of additional ‘‘protection” and 
their demand from the Provincial Gov- 
ernment of the prevention of all tim- 
ber exports are based not on the needs 
of a business yet in helpless infancy 
nor of a business being ruined by the 
commercial manipulations of foreign 
competition, but constitute simply polite 
requestss) that the people of the North- 
West be prevented from purchasing 
lumber elsewhere than from the Brit- 
ish Columbia mills, and at prices which 
the proprietors of those mills may see 
fit to fix.

ine LAND FOR YOUNG PROBL 


Mr. F. ©. Banfill, (Ba A., writes 
as follows from Los Angeles, Cali- 

fornia : 

To the Editor ‘of “The” Edmonton 

Bulletin. 

Dear Sir—Having on one or two 
different occasions read: newspaper 
articles which were apparently in- 
tended to Lysine settlement in 
Alberta [I should like to say a 
word in its favor. It is this: In 
no place from Portland on the At- 
lantic to Portland on the Pacific 
(via C. P. R. and connecting lines) 
have 1 found such favorable. oppor- 
tunities for young people starting 
out in life with limited means, as 
in the Province of Aiberta. 

Say what you will, these. oppor- 
tunities are not to-be found either 
in the western states of the Union 
which I have visited or in the older 
provinces of the Dominion of Can- 
ada. And why not? Simply be- 
cause land values have been forced 
up and all the choice localities 
have. been seized unon. 

In Alberta, the situation is dif 
ferent. The several new lines of 
railway which are now crossing the 
province in every direction will 
open vast areas of the very best 
wheat land in the world. 

This is. the time of awakening in 
Alberta and «strange to say, the 
people in the western states cf 
America are far more alive to the 
fact than eastern Canadians. I 
have met with dozens of Americans 
who ars, only, waiting until spring 
to cross over into Abber'ta and’ find 
homes for themselves. 

It does not matter so much where 
they locate. | There is an abund 
anee of good land in all parts of 
the provinee, but for myself, hay 
ing always lived in Brome county, 
one of the bestagri¢ultural sections 
of the Province of Quebec, I think 
IT can best appreciage the district 
around Edmontensank ‘fer 
distance south. 

Here you find a district adapted 


some 


to mixed farming, as are the agri- | 


cultural sections of Quebee province 
but far surpassing ‘anything I have 
ever seen in Quebec on account of 
the extreme richness of the soil, 
better climate. and-absence of stony 
land. Thre are the same advant- 
ages in respeet. to timber and good 
water as are to be 
older province. 

During my stay in Alberta I 
spent several week§ in Calgary and 
then went north, '!visiting Strath- 
cona and Edmonton and_ stopping 
off for a few .days.at Wetaskiwin. 
At the last named place I had the 
pleasure of: being’ present at the 
opening of+the. néw high school 
which. along with gfher institutions 
of learning that dilvisited, certain- 
ly veflect much credit upon educa- 
tional affairs im-gemeral in the pro- 
vince.

They have 7,300 tele- 
phones in operation, all operating 
from one exchange into all parts 
of the city and the Bell company 
have an exchange operating about 


3,500 ‘phones in the city, which ex- | 


change we also visited. 

The exchange of the Citizens 
Telephone company (Automatic) 
appeared to us to be working very 
smoothly. They were using oper- 
ators only to connect subscribers 
with their long distance lines. 

In order to make satisfactory en- 
quiries from the subscribers we 
separated and made individual en- 
quiries from the subscribers in dit- 
ferent parts of the city and are 
bound to report that we failed to 
find a single subscriber who was 
not highly satisfied with the service 
and they appeared to be unanimous 
in declaring it to be a big improve-

We had the opportunity of 
testing the comparative rapidity 
with which a subscriber coulc be 
called on the automatic and th» 
manually operated telephone, as 
many business men had both tels-

We have come to the conclusion 
that the automatic exchange is to 
be preferred to the manually oper- 
ated for the following reasons : 

1. It is a secret service. 

2. You can call your subscriber 
much more quickly. 

3. If the line is busy you know 
at once for a certainty and do not 


have to rely on the operator’s word 


for 1. 
4. It never makes the mistake of 
calling the wrong subscriber. 


It never disconnects the sub- 


2. 
scribers during a conversation. 

6. The operating expense 1s 
much less. 


7. Additions may be made to the 
exchange providing for more sub- 
scribers at about the same propor- 
tionate cost. 

The latter we coasider very im- 
portant as a system that lends it- 
self readily to expansion is highly 
desirable in a rapidly growing city 
like this. We found that at Winni- 
peg the Bell company have at pres- 
ent a switchbeard with a capacity 
of 5,000, and as they have now near- 
ly reached their limit, they are 
obliged to put in now an entirely 
new switchboard with all the wir- 
ing and equipment at a very heavy 
cost, and tear out the old board 
altogether. The old board may be 
of some value to the Bell company 
somewhere else but to us, under 
such circumstances, it would be 
probably, if not altogether, value- 
less. In using the automatic, how- 
ever, when more capacity is requir- 
ed more switches of the same kind 
are added and connected up. 

The relative figures as to cost of 
installation, prepared by the com- 
missioners from prices quoted by 
the manufacturers, as far as we 
can learn, are about correct, and 
although the first cost of the auto- 
matic is a little higher, when we 
consider that the manually operated 
switchboard is a heavy loss when- 
ever its capacity is reached, it be- 
ing then necessary to tear it out 
and install a new one, we believe 
that the cost of installation of the 
automatic will prove the cheaper 
in the course of a few years if our 
expectations as to the growth of the 
city are realized. 

We may say;that an automatic 
exchange can be installed here and 
one in Strathcana, with say five or 
six, or any number of trunk lines 
desired, and a subscriber here could 
call a subscriber in Strathcona or 
vice versa automatically, with no 
more trouble than in case of a sub- 
scriber in the same town on the 
same exchange. 

We may further add that where 
party lines are desired, four sub- 
scribers may be placed on one line 
and only the bell of the subscrib- 
er’s ‘phone wanted, will ring when 
he is called. 

We append hereto copy of the 
annual revort of the Citizens‘ Tele- 
phone company at Grand Rapids 
for the year enling June 30, 1905, 
and comparative statement as to 
cost of operation of the city ex- 
change since the automatic system 
was installed. As these statements 
were prepared for the information 
of the shareholders of the company 
we deem them valuable informa- 
tion. 

The manufacturers of the auto 
matic ‘phone claim to be able to 


operate a very satistactory fire 
;alarm system in connection with 
the exchange, and their plan, as 


outlined to us, appears quite feas- 

ible. We did not have the oppor- 

tunity of seeing it in actual oper- 
ation.
